dom inance of clay, which m a k e s a 
heavy soil, difficult to work, which 
holds w ater w ell but shrinks and 
cracks when dry. 
The problem of dealing with clav 
is sim ply to m ake it coarser.

is com posed of fine particles which 
refuse to collect in co arser grains. 
When there is just the right amount 
of moisture in clay it can be s p a d ­ 
ed, 
crumbled

rase; but when too wet it should 
lever be touched, and when too 
fry it resists all your efforts to 
sork it. 
It can be coarsened by mixing

ties to good effect, and any form 
of decayed organic matter, or h u ­ 
mus, will help m a k e sandy soil r e ­ 
tain water and fertility, Lime also 
improves sandy soil. 
The most im portant role of h u ­ 
mus in soil is to a ct like a sponge 
m absorbing and storing water up 
to a certain point, but rejecting nu 
excess. Get all the hu mus into your 
soil that you can, provided it is 
thoroughly decayed; but don’t wor­ 
ry too much if you cannot get as 
much as some of the old-time gar- 
dent i s consider necessary.
